With the better opportunity Grover Cleve-
land hs afforded the country a clearer in-
sigh* into his head znd heart than it has
heretoiore had. The inaugural address =
accepted as an earnest of the political ethics
which are to inspire the administration of
the incominog Executive. President Cleve-
land's utterances need no side notes nor
commentary. They are directly stated im
unmistakable E-glish. Even the more re-
strictive charscterization ot the rustic, re-
fsiring to a speaker he was listening to, is
aoplicable: Mr, Cleveland ‘‘talks United
States.”

Without rhetorical flourish, the address
has literary grace; without the least pe-
dantry, it is scholarly.

Withal i3 wus successfal to the
minutest detail. The scene of the exhibi-
tion was the White lot, a narrow 200 or 500
acres slopirg gently away [from the
south f{ronts of the Treasury, Executive
Msnsion and State Departments. [Tncoanted
crcwds began early to find their way toward
the spot [rom every quarter of the city. For
an hour or mors they waited, commenting
meanwh'le upon the singu!ar appearance of
the morument a hundred rods beyond the
fireworks enclesure, The lower third of the
sbhalt was not vigible, but all above dimly
outlined like a ghost of itself againat the
black sky, and reflecling to its peak the rays
of the electric lights in the city [rem half a
mile away. [t seemed enormously
higher than by daylight. and {o have not
the slichtest relation to terrestrial things,
When the jreparastions were complete, and
the display had once begun, the people in
charge bad the good taste to leave no inter.
mission, Jack o’-lanterns danced from place
to piace abont the inclosure, and whenever
one pan:ed an explosion followsd., Rook-
eis, balloons, mines, fountaics, bombs,
betteries ard shells were sent heaven-
ward in volleys for half an bour, filling
the air with showers of fire.
